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THE COLLIE DOG 


What is more useful on a farm than a good dog. This question can only be answered by one who 
has a good Collie and knows how to take care of him. My experience in the dog business has been ° 
very satisfactory. I started in a small way but with the best blood available. For some time I could 
not satisfy myself that my stud dog was.up to the standard or as intelligent as he ought to be. 


During my visit of 1907 to Scotland I purchased the best dog in that country; he had been shown 
at five K. C. Shows and was never beaten, getting the winners cup every time shown, making him 
the Champion of Britian. Nashville, Tenn. was the only show he made in America and got the win- 
ners cup for the best dog in the show. I had the misfortune to loose him but not until I had a nice 
lot of pups by him, and one of them, The Kullint now my chief stud dog, is the handsomest dog I 
ever seen when in full bloom. 


It is an old saying that like begets like—this applies to intelligence as well as appearance and 
pupies from well trained parents are far more likely to give satisfaction than a kennel bred dog whose 
parents have never had their intelligence cultivated. 


I have often herd it said that a dog can do anything but talk, but I have often seen a Collie talk 
to his master in several ways, and the Collie is the only dog that can laugh and it has been said that 
he is no true collie if he cannot daugh. Of the many collies I have put out in the last few years, I 
have never sold one for less than $10.00, and I consider that a dog that is not worth $10.00 is not 
worth having. I had the tempting offer of $1000.00 for Monkland Hero and although I had the mis- 
fortune to loose him, I feel that I made no mistake in keeping him as his son, The Kullint, is even 
more promising then he. Look at the dog illustrations and ask yourself if you would like to have a 
collie instead of your cur dog.
